TRUE STORY.

On the 12th of October, 1856, a! habitants together,

An account of it, however, was pub- 
lished in most of the German news- 
papers, and this circumstance, the 
sequal of the story 1 aim about to re- 
late, was brought on, At the time 
the celebration took place, I was re- 
siding in Gotha, not more than fifty 
miles from the spot, and received the 
story almost in the very words of the 
chief actor in it. Lam sorry that his 
name and that of the village have es- 
caped my memory. A({l other par- 
ticulaurs made too deep an impression 
up me to be easily forgotten. 

We must first go back to the 13th 
vf October, 1806. On that day the 
windy uplands northeast of Jena 
witnessed the brief but ter.ible com- 
bat, which resulted in the triumphant 
entry of the French army into Ber- 
jin eleven days afterward—during 
which ume Prussia had 60,000 


men,65 standards and 600 cannon. A. 


portion of the French army was en- 
camped on the battle-field, or quar- 


tered in the village around.. The 


poor inhabitants overwhelmed by this 
sudden avalanche of war upon their 
quiet fields—where for a hundred 
‘ears or more, they had reaped their 
varvest In peace—submitted in help- 
Jess apathy while their houses and 
barns were plundered by the lawless 
soldiery. The battle was over, but 
there was no lull in the blast of ruin. 
Through the clouds of cannon smoke 
which settled into, the bosom of the 
deep valleys as the raw October ev- 
ening came on, were heard in all di- 
rections shrieks of fear, yellsof rage 
or triumph, and cries of pain or lam- 
entation. 
Davoust—the “Butcher of Ham- 
burg,” as the Germans called him— 
took up his quarters for the night in 
one of the most convenient and com- 
fortable houses which could be found 
in the neighborhood of the scene of 
slaughter. Here he rapidly issued 
orders for the disposition of the forc- 
es under his command, gave direc: 
sions for the morrow, and received 
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own land. 

“There is a village called upper 
Waldorf which lies near the head of 
a sinall valley tothe left; Middle 
Waldorf is on the other side of the 
hill, and Lower Waldorf about half 
an hour’s distance beyond.” 

The marshal, not caring to annoy 
himself by more minute inquiries, 
went to bed. If ten men were shot, 
that was sufficient. 

The next morning, at sunrise, 
Lieutenant Lamotte, with twenty 
men, marched over the trampled hills 
to seek Waldorf. It wasadiagree- 
able business, and the sooner it Was 
over the bewer.

At about one o'clock the funeral 
procession left Sunnyside, where a 
private religious service had been 
held: by Dr. Creighton, the Rector of 
Christ Church, Tarrytown, and an 
intimate personal friend of the de- 
ceased. ‘The coffin was placed in a 
handsome hearse, the sides of which 
were glazed, so that the coffin was 
plainly visible. The carriage cov- 
taining the friends of the deceased 
followed. 

As the procession approached the 
public school, the chiidren were seen 
arrayed in a line upon the roadside. 
As the hearse passed, the boys and 
teachers uncovered their heads, in 
respect to the memory of one who 
for years had taken an active inter- 
est in their studies, 

The church, where the funeral 
ceremonies took place, is only a few 
rods from the school house, and stands 
on the west side of the road.
